Two Supreme Court Decisions 
The supreme court has handed 
down two decisions this week of 
local interest. 
The first is the case 
of Margaret Martin vs. Dr. Court­ 
ney. 
The lower court was reversed 
and the doctor granted a new trial. 
The court says: 
“ If the defendant 
can be found guilty of m alpractice 
from the evidence in this case, it 
would be unsafe to practice surgery; 
it is not merely a question of money 
but of reputation, and the court 
does not think the defendant should 
stand condemned for all time as in­ 
competent upon the evidence dis­ 
closed, without at least subm itting 
the question to one more jury of his 
countrymen.” 
The second was the case of the 
First National Bank of this city vs. 
J. C. Flynn and Lucy T. Flynn, of 
Little Falls. 
The lower court was 
reversed and a new trial granted the 
bank. 
The court says: 
“ If such a 
finding was allowed it would not be 
safe for anybody to lend on a m ort­ 
gage to a married man. 
The trial 
court’s verdict that the bank is en­ 
titled only to sell the husband’s in­ 
terest aud to a personal judgment 
against him for the remainder is 
set aside.”

in 
water and may be precipitated by the 
addition of common salt

w ith arm y officers and others regard­ 
ing the step that should be taken. 
A 
determination to take some action was 
vigorously expressed a t the last cabi­ 
net 
meeting, but the 
president 
re­ 
served final decision. 
The decision met tho unanimous ap­ 
proval of the cabinet. 
Three of the 
president’* official advisers. Secretary 
Alger, Secretary Wilson and Postmas­ 
ter General 
Smith 
were absent, but 
their 
views are 
known to 
coincide 
thoroughly with 
the 
president’s de­ 
cision. 
There was some discussion in 
which Hie case was threshed over to 
some extent. 
The details were left to 
the secretary of war. 
While it was 
not 
definitely stated 
what. 
charges 
would be made against Gen. Eagan, it, 
is understood that the specific charge 
"v ill lie conduct unbecoming an officer 
t (I a gentleman. 
The personnel of 
ti e court was 
not taken up. 
Gen. 
Wesley R. Merritt, former command­ 
er-in-chief of the Philippines, has been 
mentioned as 
likely 
to preside over 
the court, and a cabinet official said 
he would not be surprised a t Gen. Mer­ 
ritt’* designation. 
The fact that Secretary Alger was 
not present at the cabinet meeting wa* 
seized upon as a sign of trouble in the 
cabinet, and soon tile usual rum or of

‘The Castle” 
is appropriately 
named. 
To stand a distance from it 
and look upon its huge white forma­ 
tions it exactly resembles an old 
castle. 
It plays 125feet high; water 
is first discharged, this lasts about 
45 minutes, and iii the sunlight two 
distinct rainbows can be seen in its 
spray. 
Then steam is thrown from 
this geyser for the same length of 
time. 
This is the only geyser which 
plays in this manner. 
“ Morning Glory Spring” is very 
rare and beautiful. 
In form 
it 
resembles the flower for which it is 
named, and through the beautiful 
shaded water one can see tho marble- 
like sides. It gradually grows deeper 
towards the center, where the water 
is of a deep rich green. 
It has a 
peculiar and beautifully tinted rim of 
a delicate pink, and is shaded to a 
white. 
Sunday night we camped near 
“ Lone Star G eyser.” 
This is so 
called “ Lone S ta r” on account of its 
solitary position. 
It is off the main 
road and near no other geyser or 
pool. 
At IO o ’clock that night when 
we were gathered around our camp 
lire in front of our tent and the usual 
fish and geyser stories were at their 
leighth, we suddenly heard a great 
roaring. 
We 
listened, 
almost 
startled, until it dawned upon our 
memories that we were just one- 
quarter of a mile from the “ Solitary 
Geyser.” 
We all went and watched 
it play. 
Its eruption lasted thirty 
minutes, and was nearly as beautiful 
in the soft light of Hie full moon as

day. 
The next day s drive brought us 
past “ Shoshone Lake,” 
and the 
“ W est A rm ” or “Thumb” of the 
“ Yellowstone Lake. ” 
This lake is 
exceedingly large and very wonder­ 
ful. 
From the wharf near the lunch 
station one can see little bubbles 
rising in many places in the lake. 
These bubbles are caused by the 
boiling of the water in numerous 
places. 
The water is very clear so 
one can see a great distance down. 
The rocks appear to be completely 
covered by a heavy green moss. The 
fish in this lake are numerous, but 
very gamey. 
There are paint pots 
of red, white and gray; 
numerous 
springs and boiling pools. 
The most 
beautiful of these is “ Elk Pool,” so­ 
called because of a story told of a 
frightened elk rushing down a very 
steep hillside and plunging into this 
pool. The skeleton of the unfortunate 
animal was pointed out to us, all but 
the horns, which they said had been 
stolen. This, and many other stories 
told us, we were expected to believe, 
but some are very unlikely. 
The old 
tree and stump at the bottom of this 
pool were completely covered by the 
white formation, but did not much 
resemble the vertebra* and skull of 
an elk, as the largest end of the tree 
lay next to the “ would-be” skull. 
At this lake one can catch fish and 
turning about can cook them in a 
pool without moving from the spot 
where the line was cast. 
“ The Natural Shower B ath ” is an 
attractive feature of this place. 
At 
the top of a rocky bank or formation 
a boiling spring overflows its banks 
and the water, when it reaches the 
edge of this formation, is the right 
temperature for a bath. 
It falls 
about seven feet and forms a com­ 
plete shower in its descent. 
At the 
shore of the lake where the water 
falls, there is a circular place almost 
forming a little cell or stall as neat­ 
ly constructed by Dame Nature as 
though built by human forces. 
The 
water, after falling over the bank, 
flows off into tile lake. 
On our way to camp that night we 
saw a band of clk, many flocks of 
ducks 
and 
geese, 
several 
large 
beavers swimming in a pond, two 
large bears, and many eagle’s nests. 
The most curious thing about the 
eagle nests was that they were all 
built upon the very tops of high 
trees. 
The trees w’ere dead and 
without limbs, so they presented the 
appearance of a great high pole. 
Aided by our field glasses we could 
distinctly see mother-cagles feeding 
their young. 
The next day we startl’d for “The 
Grand Canon.” 
On our way we 
drove about seven miles off the main 
^0^(1 to wee the “ Natural B ridge.” 
This bridge is pf 
rock, *did itf* 
e x u s e is about 75 feet, 
This was 
very difficult to estimate as we were 
175 feet above it. 
We passed ‘♦Mud 


Volcano” just before noon. 
This is 
the most terrible and angry looking 
of all things in the park. 
Its first 
eruption occurred about the middle 
of the summer. 
It is about OO feet 
across the opening and tho black 
boiling mud is about 5(1 feet below 
the surface of tho ground. 
The 
“Grand Canon” was reached about 
two o ’clock. 
As the road leads 
along the canon, the “ Upper Falls” 
are seen first. 
They are very rare 
and beautiful. 
As the water rushes 
down over the rocks, falling a dis­ 
tance of 150 feet, huge masses of 
white foam are formed and float 
about among the beautiful rocks. 
The bank at the side of this falls is 
200 feet high. At t he most prominent 
places along the canon where one 
can see a great distance without ob­ 
struction, very 
pretty 
platforms 
with rustic railings about them arc 
built. 
The most important of the 
places were “ Point Lookout” and 
“ Inspiration P eak .” 
From these 
one can see many miles along the 
canon. 
The next falls we reached was the 
“ Lower Falls.” 
The greatest and 
by far the most beautiful. 
On one 
side the tall pine and fir trees grow 
far down in the canon, and near these 
trees the colored sands which an 
used for souvenirs are obtained, 
Men decent! into the canon by means 
of ropes attached to their bodies. 
It is very interesting to see them so 
many feet below and in such a 
treacherous place, busily at work 
filling bottles of all sizes with these 
beautiful colored sands. 
On the 
opposite side of the canon the slept 
to the river is exceedingly treacher­ 
ous. 
At this falls, us the water 
passes over this precipice 865 feet in 
height, many rare and 
beautiful 
colors can be distinctly seen in its 
spray. 
The huge stone wall at the 
side of this fulls appears to be as 
smooth as though built by an archi­ 
tect, anti soars 3,500 feet above tilt 
water. 
This canon is beyond tit 
scription of beauty, grandeur and 
construction. 
From “ Point Lookout” our party 
followed a narrow trail down over 
rocks anti fallen 
trees until 
wt 
reached ‘ ‘ Red Rock. ” Th is is a rock 
pyramid of a dark rod color. 
We 
climbed up as high as we could go 
with safety, and from this lofty 
perch the water below looked but a 
trifling stream. 
We were then 1,000 
feet above the water. 
Before we 
descended this rock the tiny snow 
flakes began to full, decorating all 
the scenery before us. 
The beauty 
of the whole scene seemed enhanced 
by the feathery flakes falling on the 
green trees 
and 
colored rocks. 
When we had 
descended 
“ Red 
Rock” and climbed up the steep in 
cline 
to 
“ Point Lookout,” 
we 
realized we had climbed 200 feet from 
“ Red Rock. ” 
This was the last day 
of our sight-seeing. 
Although wi 
did not see the canon in sunlight, it 
was intensely beautiful and rare even 
in cloudy weather. 
The drive from 
the park was equally as pleasant as 
when we were going. 
We spent ten 
days in the [lark, a place where any 
one could spend a whole season to 
good advantage.

toad,” says La Nature, “Professor Si­ 
mon Henry Gage combats the current 
opinion that this creature hibernates 
under leaves or 
tree-trunks.

when It has come out of its hole at the 
opening of spring and has been caught 
by the return of cold weather.

narily it hlbernatea in the earth, pref­ 
erably In dry soil not apt to freeze.

Senator Ko rah or laid down the broad 
proposition that to adopt the Vest res­ 
olution was to declare that our fathers 
had brought forth a nation that was 
Inferior to all other nations, regardless 
of the generally accepted idea that one 
nation was the equal of another and 
nil equally restricted. 
He maintained 
that the right to acquire territory was 
an Inherent right of nationality, and 
that as we 
have the right to make 
war and to enter into treaty agree­ 
ments it follows logically that we Have 
the power to acquire territory by con­ 
quest and to assume the responsibili­ 
ties that may accrue therefrom.

Blinded with smoke, and 
fatigued, he remained in the water 
all night, from which he contracted 
a severe cold. ’ ’ The severe cold con­ 
tracted that time grew into con­ 
sumption, from which he died on 
Monday night. 
Peter England, an employe of the 
N. P. boiler shop, died at the San­ 
itarium yesterday, January 19th, of 
uraemia, aged 32 years. 
Death of 
deceased was very sudden.

taken ill while at work on Tuesday, 
and was taken to the Sanitarium 
where he died.
